The wholesale showroom came into existence initially for the purpose of serving 
only the interior designer-decorator, but now it also serves the dealer who cannot 
carry depth inventories for both the dealer and interior decorator, and has become 
an economic factor of such importance that manufacturers cannot ignore it. 

By their use of the wholesale showrooms, the homefurnishings stores have found 
that they can keep and serve their quality, and design-minded, customers without 
the problem of inventories—a refreshing and enlightening experience in the eco- 
nomics of retailing. In further support of the economics of the wholesale showroom 
is the great numerical growth and resultant purchasing power of the interior 
designer-decorator. As a professional he now dominates the nonresidential field, 
although the volume in the residential field still represents a market greater than 
the nonresidential. 

The distribution shift to the wholesale showroom is an economic force also 
operating in the best interests of the professional in this field. It means that new 
sources of supply are constantly becoming available to you. This distribution shift 
has also contributed to the growth of INTERIOR DESIGN magazine, making it the 
greatest monthly source-of-supply reference in the country today. More manu- 
facturers, jobbers and importers of homefurnishings products use its advertising 
pages than any other magazine published. Also of interest is the fact that more 
interior designers-decorators and more retail homefurnishings stores subscribe to 


it than to any other magazine. 
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The locale is Hewlett Harbor, Long Island, on a strip 
of land surrounded by water on three sides. The house 
is a blend of Cape Cod and contemporary styling with 
hand-split shingles in weathered gray, white-washed brick 
and white tile roof, a pleasing contrast to sliding glass 
doors and a cantilevered balcony designed for full view 
of the water and bridging the gap in time from tradi- 
tional to modern. The effect of space is one of seeming in- 
finity, for wherever the eye turns it falls on horizon or 
water, and inside, the generous open floor plan of the 
interiors enhances this illusion. The decorative mood 
is one of restrained elegance created within an orderly 
and thoughtfully planned sphere of skillful designing by 
Raymond Bachich and John Muller, A.I.D., of Muller & 
Bachich, Ltd. Exterior architects were Schuman & 
Lichtenstein. 

The blending of architectural styles was specified 
partly because of its appropriateness to the waterfront 
location and sloping terrain on which the house is built 
and partly because of the owners’ fondness for Cape Cod. 
Inside, all doors repeat the six-panel Colonial style of 
the entrance door as a token from the past and as a 
contrast to the contemporary design of numerous built- 
in units in the dining room, library, bath and powder 
rooms. Furnishings are mostly antiques of American, 
French and Spanish provincial styling with modern pieces 
used here and there as important functional or accent 
notes, The overall color scheme, derived from the sur- 
rounding landscape, combines tones of beige, echoing the 
color of the sand on the beach, and light teal green from 
the sea and sky, with generous amounts of wood tones 
varying from light fruitwood to dark antique walnut. 


A feeling of gracious living and comfort is imparted

from the outset: a spacious foyer with its beige terrazzo 
floor, built-in brick planters and delightful accents of 
the past including a grandfather’s clock and gas lighting 
fixtures, joins the living room with visual separation 
created by white painted posts to enhance the openness. 
Focal point here is a charming fireplace grouping with 
four spindle-frame chairs reproduced from an antique 
Spanish model, a round coffee table and three-cushion 
sofa covered in a tan, black and white print. The modern 
fireplace has a raised hearth with an antique walnut 
carved figure lamp forming a striking silhouette against 
the white brick wall. 

The formal dining room featuring a wall-to-wall built- 
in breakfront is entered from one end of the living room; 
a library-den is on the other side with entrance from the 
foyer. An outstanding example of tailoring the design 
of an interior to the needs of the client is illustrated in 
the library by a built-in wall of bookshelves and storage 
space for bar and television which can be concealed by 
sliding doors. This room also offers facilities for family 
activities, informal entertaining and comfortable relaxa- 
tion, the furnishings including a game table grouping, 
writing desk, sofa and lounge chairs. 

In addition to servant’s quarters, other rooms in the 
house include the master bedroom with adjoining bath, 
a guest powder room and guest bedroom, and a large 
kitchen with a dining area. 

By combining the simple elegance of things from the 
past with dramatic elements of the present, the designers 
have created a home which has an individual personality, 
that spells neither antique nor modern, but reflects the 
cultural result of continuous development through living 


and the love of fine possessions.

The hotel, located on smart Dorchester Boulevard in 
Canada’s largest city, is 21 stories high, the biggest hotel 
in the British Commonwealth and one of the most impos- 
ing in North America. This most thoroughly-planned 
convention hotel on earth is international in conception 
and function, in operation and occupancy, and has a staff 
of some 1,500 employees. It was built at a cost of 
$24,000,000 and the architects of Canadian National 
Railways who designed the hotel were H. C. Greensides 
and John Wood. 

The Queen Elizabeth is L-shaped, faced with light gray 
limestone and has aluminum framed windows extending 
from wall to wall in the various rooms, providing un- 
obstructed views of the surrounding city. Shops in the 
Queen Elizabeth are located on three levels. On the main 
lobby are a pharmacy, florist, newsstand, men’s and 
women’s specialty clothing shop, fur salon, and jewelry 
store, as wel] as a steamship office and railway ticket 
office; on the,central level are a beauty salon, a barber 
shop, and a china shop, along with two airline offices and 
a photograph studio; on the floor below are a candy shop 
and an epicurean shop.

The first thing that is noted in the decoration is the 
individuality of styling achieved in a deft blending of 
native Quebec art and handcrafts with modern architectu- 
ral design, resulting in a distinctive Canadian treatment 
of décor. In this respect the charm of pioneer Quebec has 
been recaptured by the local artists, whose work was 
selected and coordinated by Mr. Huston. The Montreal 
firm of Lamartine & Beaulac served as the liaison between 
the interior designer and the Canadian firms who supplied 
the furnishings. 

Native Canadian cherry wood combined with polished 
granite and marble predominate in the main lobby, where 
spaciousness, comfort and dignity are combined to wel- 
come guests. A multicolored homespun tapestry frieze 
over the registration desk—Le Catalogne du Vieux 
Québec 


of Quebec, makes a colorful decoration to harmonize with 





depicting the types of weaving of the province 


the floor coverings, based on ancient hooked rug patterns, 
and upholstery fabrics for which Canada is famous, Most 
of the colors in the tapestry are repeated in the yellow- 
green, olive green, turquoise, sky-blue and purple fabrics 
used for upholstery. 

The adventurous spirit of early settlers is evident in the 
names given to public rooms, such as the main dining 
room and supper club off the lobby, Salle Bonaventure, 
resplendent in Louis XVI décor to convey an atmosphere 
of old France as a graceful, elegant background for 
dining and dancing. The off-white tables and chairs are 
placed on several levels fronted by delicate white balus- 
trades, and mirrors share space with the mural decoration 
of twelve trophy panels by Albert Cloutier, of Montreal, 
titled Joie de Vivre, each representing a distinctive 
Quebec theme. Deep vermilion plush carpet, crystal

For an all-purpose family room, Staniford Squire used 
red and white Venetian blinds in wooden frames at 
windows, on pivots to divide room from kitchen, and 
to conceal storage wall with hi-fi and TV; built-in 
bench is upholstered in marine blue Boltaflex from 
Vinyl Fabrics Institute which is repeated on cushions 
of white Fiberglas chairs from Knoll; Amtico vinyl 
tile floor is red and white; table and ottoman from 
Reilly-W olff; floor lamp, Lightolier. 
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For the second year, members of the Venetian Blind In- 
stitute have sponsored an exhibition of room settings 
featuring the latest developments in Venetian blinds. Each 
room was designed in a different period of style and 
pointed up the versatility of Venetian blinds as not only 
functional but decorative contributions to an interior. 


One prominent use of blinds in several rooms was that of 
screens: as a background for a sophisticated living room 
with Chinese red blinds framed in red lacquered panels 
shaped in a Moorish design; in multicolor combinations 
to conceal storage units in a young girl’s room; framed 
on pivots to divide a kitchen from a family room. The 
decorative possibilities of Venetian blinds were empha- 
sized in an informal dining room where a 14-foot window 
wall was covered with alternating Shoji panels and blinds 
in a new spatter pattern of pale gray on a white ground. 
Another unusual idea was featured in a bedroom with 
blinds suspended by beams over the bed to conceal light- 
ing which was controlled by push buttons, Blinds in 
colors and patterns were also widely used—bright red, 
pink, gold leaf on white, spatter designs and a new pattern 
which resembles unbleached linen. It is interesting to 
note that although each designer worked independently in 
creating the rooms, red appeared in each of them, either 


as a major color or an accent. 
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Informal dining room designed by John B. Wisner, 
A.l.D., created an Oriental mood with Shoji panels 
from Charles R. Gracie alternating with Venetian 
blinds in new spatter pattern of pale gray on white; 
adjoining wall is covered in Gracie melon tone silk 
wallpaper, and furniture, designed by Mr. Wisner for 
Ficks Reed, has lacquered cinnabar frames, Indigo 
blue seat covers on chairs, gold-flecked white plastic 
on table top; Gold Seal vinyl floor by Congoleum-

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Art to Live With 


For somebody who was born and reared in one locale— 
Lilian Mackendrick has made a big thing out of geog- 
raphy. An American artist and native of Brooklyn, she 
grew up to see herself acclaimed around the globe. All 
over the European continent, in Mexico and America her 
paintings are bought, honored, exhibited by leading 
museums, galleries and private collectors. 

Hearken to one Mackendrick fan—a foremost art 
critic of France who mused when he first looked at her 
work, “I see the future of painting is in the hands of 
Americans.” And not one to clutter herself with false 
modesty, Lilian Mackendrick happily accepts the acco- 
lade, “Of course, I’m flattered—the French don’t pass 
that mantle along easily.” 

While a U. S. Government representative summed it 
up, “Your work spreads more good will for our country 
than all the military missions we send abroad.” This from 
an American Military Attache to Rome in 1955 when she 
was distinguished with the Gold Medal Award at the 
Third Biennial of American Paintings in Bordighera. 

The Mackendrick art scope is limitless. She has worked 
in techniques that range from the semiabstract to the 
insistently so to the nonobjective. But the love that holds 
her commitment is what she describes as “post-post- 
impressionistic’—a reflection of the Oriental influence 
that inspired the great impressionists of the 19th century. 
In her interpretation it comes out as an ordered serenity 
of style and delicacy of brush that make a perfect foil 
for the intoxication of her brilliantly luminous colors, 


She chooses as subjects the commonplace and every- 
day. On scenes of city and country, indoors and outdoors, 
rooms and rooftops, fruits and flowers, vendors and 
vegetables Lilian lavishes loving attention. They please 
because they are familiar; they enchant because the 
familiar is tinged with magic. In a Mackendrick canvas 
to glimpse a garden through partially open doors is 
to feel drawn within and saturated with heady fragrance. 

Her intensive formal training includes study of sculp- 
ture at the City College of New York; drawing and 
lithography at the Art Students League of New York;

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Keila, and a B.S. in Fine Arts upon graduating from 
New York University. 

Her first one-man show in 1949 at the Mortimer 
Levitt Gallery in New York set off a chain reaction. Each 
year since has been marked by Mackendrick shows in 
America and Europe—sometimes several going on si- 
multaneously. In 1955 for example, going on at once, 
were two exhibits in New York, one in Georgia, one in 
Florida and another in Italy. In 1956 and again in 1957 
when she had a one-man showing at the Galerie Benezit 
in Paris, it was the only time this famous gallery de- 
parted from a policy of exhibiting only old masters to 
honor a contemporary painter. 

The one-man shows go on, are already projected into 
1959. To keep up with them, as well as to execute special 
commissions that come her way from a swelling stream 
of private collectors, she produces prodigiously. They 
average some 50 paintings per year, an impressive turn- 
out for such highly creative work, 

On the important art influences in her life, she does a 
chronological run-down this way, “The Egyptians, the 
Near East, the Far East, Rembrandt (now her top fav- 
orite) Chardin, Renoir, Degas, Goya, Raumier, Forain, 
Cezanne, Bonnard.” 

The approach to her own work she wraps up as “... a 
respect for the human scale.” To Lilian Mackendrick

Total Design 


\ concept of total design, expressed in the decorative 
unity of furnishings and interiors, is the theme of the 
exhibition for Grosfeld House, manufacturers of furni- 
ture, as interpreted by ten interior designers, all mem- 
bers of the American Institute of Decorators and the Na- 
tional Society of Interior Designers, in the exhibition, 
1958 Showcase of Fine Furniture Design, now on view in 
the New York showrooms of Grosfeld House. The in- 
terior designers who lent their talents to the creation of 
this unusual collection of furniture are: Dora Brahms, 
Yale R. Burge, Lester Byock, Melvin Dwork, Jessie Earn- 
shaw, Michael Greer, Roger Hargreaves, Patricia Har- 
vey. Edith Hernandez and Mildred Irby. 

Each designer was responsible for the creation of the 
entire interior, including furniture, accessories, fabrics 
and architectural details, and the approach produces a 
wholly correlated appearance as a result, with furniture 
and background harmoniously complementing each other. 

An atmosphere of spaciousness and color distinguishes 
the interior by Dora Brahms which integrates the rich 
heritage of the American Indian with present-day living. 
The furniture is designed in pure geometric form, with 
space-saving features and practicality emphasized through- 
out, 

The furniture in the interior by Yale R. Burge retains 
the detailing of 18th-century French models but is modi- 


fied to fit in with modern living. The bedroom-sitting 
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room shows the influence of the Southwest with heavily 


beamed ceiling, upright beams and terra cotta floor add- 
ing a native flavor, 

The Biedermeier style was the inspiration for the in- 
terior by Lester Byock who has borrowed the color and 
styling of the early 19th century for a bedroom for con- 
temporary living; a dressing table, pediment chest and 
other items are scaled down realistically to conform with 
present-day requirements, 

The bedroom by Melvin Dwork reflects the 18th-century 
French provincial tradition with the furniture integrated 
as if grouped by a discerning collector, and including a 
cherry commode with applied brass moldings, an oak 
armoire with modern interior fittings, and brass field bed. 

An Empire bedroom by Jessie Earnshaw creates the 
efiect of a Napoleonic interior and features striped wall- 
paper and matching fabric, background for mahogany 
commodes, oval sofa, generous chevet table and bench, 
and beds with mahogany headpieces upholstered and 
finished with brass finials. 

Painted treillage for background confers distinction 
upon the living room designed by Michael Greer in 
which furniture of Louis XV, Louis XVI and Directoire 
styles are incorporated, crafted with graceful flowing lines, 
with an effective distribution of pattern and color in 
fabrics and accessories.

Brandt Theatres and Enterprises, the company name for 
a wide and varied group of business ventures including a 
chain of movie theatres, pizzerias and restaurants, recently 
moved its offices to the Rialto Theatre Building on 42nd 
Street and Broadway, a location chosen because of its 
proximity to many of the company-owned movie houses. 
This is also an area of honky-tonk arcades and shooting 
galleries, not the most desirable site to attract top quality 
personnel. To counteract these physical surroundings, the 
‘Brandt executives engaged designers Bachstein & Freitag, 
*A.I.D., to remodel the interiors and create a series of 
offices which would appeal even to the most exacting 
“man in a gray flannel suit” and his distaff counterpart. 
Walls and floors were completely stripped and new back- 
;grounds created with wood paneling contrasted with 
painted areas; Celotex travertine tile ceilings are used 
throughout; and special lighting was designed to offer 
flexibility so that areas can be altered or expanded when 
necessary (recessed spots from Lightolier, fluorescent pans 
from Globe Lighting). Office layout is planned to take 
care of all company functions in the most expedient and 
efficient manner.

Brandt movie houses lies. Two entrances to the reception 
room were created, one for general use, the other for 
prospective employees who come in great numbers during 
the spring and summer months to be interviewed for hotel 
and summer camp jobs in the numerous Brandt enter- 
prises. To handle the interviews, an auditor’s room, 
located off the reception area, doubles as a personnel 
office. The elevator entrance sets the keynote of sub- 
dued elegance of the inner office décor with wall-to-wall 
beige carpeting and gold leaf wall covering as a back- 
ground for green tropical plants illuminated by spot light- 
ing placed behind floor-to-ceiling plywood panels, the 
setting reflected in one wall of mirror. This flows into 
the general reception area where a pair of sofas up- 
holstered in orange vinyl fabric are grouped with white 
Formica-top tables forming an attractive seating area 
against a background of cherry paneled walls. From the 
reception area, a short flight of steps with low risers and 
wide treads leads graciously to a series of private offices 
each designed at an angle so that the occupant can visu- 
ally supervise secretaries seated at desks in the outer open 
area. Fluorescent lighting pans are in a series of right 
angles designed to provide sufficient lighting over extra 
desks if added for increased personnel. Offices of the 
two top Brandt executives are located at the other end of 
the floor, each enclosed by cherry plywood and floor-to- 
ceiling doors with a joint secretarial office situxted be- 
tween the two. Ample storage space for file cabinets is 
concealed in a wall behind the secretary’s desk, a feature 
typical of the planning throughout. Emphasis in both 
offices is on crisp, contemporary styled furnishings with 
accessories and paintings selected to impart a warm, 
homelike feeling which is continued in an adjacent con- 
ference room. This continuity of pleasing decoration is 
also apparent in such oft-neglected areas as the wash- 
rooms, and the designers’ attention even to minor details

Next to the supper club is the Beaver Club, a wood- 
paneled dining room, the modern counterpart of an exclu- 
sive club of Montreal’s early days that was restricted to 
fur traders and their guests.

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On the roof of the hotel, at the 21-story level, is a pent- 
house cocktail lounge, Le Panorama, offering a thrilling 
view of the city of Montreal, Mount Royal, the St.

One of the main features of this room is a 
circular open fireplace in the middle of the room, the 
warmth and cheerfulness of burning logs enhanced by 
colorful tiles by ceramist Claude Vermette, of Ste. Adele, 
on the conical hood of the open hearth. 

Other colorful tiles by Claude Vermette are a feature 
of a decorative panel in Le Café, an informal restaurant 
off the eastern end of the main lobby. Walls here are of 
stone and maple panels, and windows are curtained with 
sheer fortisan bearing a design of Canadian flowers by 
Lamartine & Beaulac, of Montreal. 

In Le Bistro, the station-level cocktail lounge, a series 
of carved and painted linoleum panels, the original art 
work of Fritz Brandtner, supply color and pictorial inter- 
est tracing the history of locomotives. 

Accordion-shaped walls of simulated malachite create 
the atmosphere of Le Rendezvous, the convention-floor 
cocktail lounge. Above the bar, and suspended from the 
ceiling, is a modern brass-rod cloud made from various 
lengths of brass rod welded together, with a moon and 
stars interspersed in the network, Three of the walls are 
malachite, while the fourth carries three stylized molten

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An optical illusion has been created, to make the 
lengthy corridors appear shorter, by building shallow 
alcoves at intervals and where they occur rugs of con- 
trasting color and design have been laid across the halls; 
various shades and colors of paint on the walls aid in 
achieving the shortened effect. Over 35 miles of carpet 
were laid throughout the hotel. 

The Queen Elizabeth was planned to handle conven- 
tions of a size and scope not previously possible in 
Montreal.
